INJUNCTION AGAINST DUBLIN 


MERCHANTS. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

An application was made by Mr. W. L. 
Sainsbury {instructed by Mr. W. J. Keery), 
on behalf of Albin Ritzmann, trading as 
Ritzma Werke, Thur, Germany, for an in- 
junction to restrain Sean McDermott, Ltd., 
Wellington quay, Dublin, from selling safety 
razor blades with the name “ Ritzma 
Double Life,” the plaintiff being the legal 
owner of — the registered trade-mark, 
“ Ritzma,’’ No. 19807, registered on July 
25, 1932, Class 6, Safety Blades. 

Counsel moved on the affidavit of John 
Jefferson, 2 Aston’s place, Dublin, wholesale 


j agent, representative in the Irish Free State 


of the plaintiff, which stated that the plain- 
tiff was the legal owner of the trade-mark 
“ Ritzma.”’ The plaintiff had worked up a 
good business in the sale of Ritzma safety 
razor blades, which were prt up in lots of 
100, divided into packets of 5 and 10 blades. 

On or about September 1, deponent became 
aware that the defendants were selling razor 
blades bearing the words ‘‘ Ritzma Bpecial 
Double Life Blade,’’ which were not manu- 
factured by the plaintiff, though they were 
sold under the plaintiff's trade name of 
Ritzma. Bernard Macken, the deponent’s as- 
sistant, purchased a packet of these blades, 
which were exhibited in the defendants’ 
store. The razor blades made by the plain- 
tiff were a well-known article, and his busi- 
ness had been severely affected by persons 
like the defendants, who passed off inferior 
articles on the public under the plaintiff's 
registered trade description. 

Acting on the instructions of the plaintiff, 
Mr. W. J. Keery, solicitor, wrote to the de- 
fendants on September 13, calling on them 
to discontinue passing off razor blades under 
the plaintiff's trade name of Ritzma, and to 
give an undertaking to publish an apology 
and compensate the plaintiff, and statin 
that, unless a reply was received by 1 
o'clock on the following Thursday, the plain- 
tiff would at once apply for an injunction. No 
reply had been received to that letter. 

fr. Justice Meredith granted the injunc- 
tion sought, and stated that he would place 
the case in the list for hearing on the 
second day of next sittings.

CLAIM FOR BALANCE OF 
WAGES. 


(BEFORE THE MASTER OF THE HIGH 
COURT 


Evidence was given in German and in 
Norwegian, and translated, during the hear- 
ing of two summonses which had been re- 
ferred to the Master for the taking of ac- 
counts. The plaintiffs were Anton Savrsun 
and Otto Thursen, antl the defendant in each 
case was Haakon Lund, the address of both 
plaintiffs and defendant being given as the 
Industrial and Agricultural Fair, Cork. . 

It appeared from affidavits of the plain- 
tiffs. who are Norwegians, that they were 
engaged by the defendant to work for him 
at his waxworks at the Industrial and Agri- 
cultural Fair in Cork, and they alleged that 
they could not get their wages from him. 
Savrsun claimed £41 18s. 9d., including his 
fare from Cork to Trondhjem, Norway; and 
Thursen claimed £30 3s. 9d., including his 
fare from Cork to Oslo. 

The defendant, in an affidavit, stated that 
he had occasion to find fault with Savrsun, 
and reproached him about ngs. so much 
time with his woman cashier, instead of 
attending to his business. Savrsun said that 
he would go at once, and asked him to make 
up his account. The defendant told him that 
he could not go at a moment’s notice, but 
should do his work for a fortnight, after 
which he could go. The next thing that 
happened was that Savrsun and another 
employé (Thursen), who was a friend: of 
Savrsun, packed their trunks and came to 
him, demanding their wages. He refused to 
pay in the circumstances, and they then left. 

Claiming certain credits to be set off 
against the plaintiffs’ claims, the defendant 
stated that the balance due to Savrsun was 

. Sd., and that the balance due to 
Thursen was £10 18s. 9d. These sums, he 
said, had been tendered to the plaintiffs be- 
fore they brought their action. 


AN INTERPRETER. 

The plaintiff, Antom Savrsun, who speaks 
English, was examined, and said that he was 
engaged to act as interpreter at the fair in 
Cork, and was not employed as a labourer, as 
stated by the defendant. He was not at pre- 
sent emploved, and was not allowed to work 
in this country except for Mr. Lund, because, 
when he accepted the job, the Registration 
Board said that. he could work for Mr. Lund. 
and for Mr. Lund alone. He was offered other 
work at the exhibition at Cork, and refused 
to take it because he did not want to run 
against the Irish law. 

on Master—Is the other plaintiff working ? 
—No. 

Savrsun, in reply to further questions, said 
that he did not see why he should not speak 
to the cashier when he could speak to other 
people employed in the fair. 
to speak to the cashier because he had to go 
to her to get money changed for people. if 
he was speaking to the cashier, he was also 
attending to his business. 

The Master—-Was the waxwork exhibition 
a success in Cork?—From the money point 
of view, it was fairly good. 

The defendant, who does not 
English, gave his evidence in German 
through an interpreter, who does not speak 
Norwegian. He said that he objected to 
Savrsun speaking to the cash girls, but there 
was nothing against him personally, and he 
never told him to go. 

The plaintiff Thursen, who speaks only 
Norwegian, gave evidence, which was inter- 
preted by Savrsun. : 

When the item claimed for passage money 
was being discussed, it was suggested that 
if the plaintiffs went home by “long sea ”' 
the fare would be cheaper. 

Savrsun said that he wanted to go by 
“short sea.’’ 

The Master—You are a bad sailor? 

Savrsun — We are both bad sailors. 
(Laughter.) 

In the case of Savrsnn, the Master allowed 
the plaintiff £19 8s. 3d., including his fare 
home, and, remarking that the action never 
should have been brought in the High Court, 
said that he would allow only ten guineas 
costs. ' 

The Master allowed £18 16s., including 
the plaintiff's fare home, on Thursen’s claim. 
He said that the proceedings could have 
been brought in one action, and in this case 
he allowed six guineas costs. 

Mr. Joseph rrett was the solicitor for 
the plaintiffs, and Messrs. Babington; Clarke 
and Mooney were the solicitors for the de- 
fendant.

SOME SOUTHERN

Ww! farmers are again able to take 


up business without more than their 

usual anxiety about ways and means, 
they will concentrate again on that perpetual 
crux—how to make fairs and markets pay. 
Those who wish to understand the gradually 
changing s;stem under which the sale of 
farm produce is conducted will get much 
interesting light from the report of an in- 
quiry on the ‘‘ Marketing of Northern Ire 
land Agricultural Produce,”’ ably compiled 
under the Cirection of Mr. A. E. Harkness 
for the Northern Ministry of Agriculture, 
with the aid of a grant from the Empire 
Marketing Board. Le publication of Mr. 
Harkness’s pamphlet, which—whilst we 
think it would be well worth while to have 
a cognate line of inquiry followed for the 
lrish Free State—bears a sufficient re- 
semblance to the experierices of Western and 
Southern farmers to repay their study. 
North and South alike depend primarily on 
live stock and secondarily on those branches 
nt farming which are naturally ancillary to 
it—eggs, potatoes and (more especially in 
the South and West). dairy produce. North 
and South have the same difficulties to con- 
tend against in the fair and the market: 
imperfect organisation, incertitude as to how 
fair or market day will ‘turn out,” the 
unnecessary presence of a host of inter- 
mediaries, and, in particular, certain para- 
sites which prey on the industry, of whom 
that unwelcome agent, ‘‘the blocker” is the 
most parasitic, if not the most persistent. . 


Livelihoods For Farming But Not 
For Farmers. 


Tt would be impéssible to incorporate more 
than a small fraction of the information here 
set out, but certain points which are equally 
applicable to the: small farmers of nearly 
all Irish counties are brought out. The 
Northen farmer’s difficulties are much the 
same as the Southern, ‘‘only more so,” for 
the average area of crops and grass per 
farmer is only 24 acres. In at least one 
branch of farming, too, the small cultivator 
of the Northern counties—and this is, no 
doubt, as true of the three under the Free 
State Government as of the other six— 
is more at the mercy of the 
local market than are most farmers 
in the rest of Ireland: ‘‘ pork is the back- 
bone” of the market system, and he is 
almost tied to the local market. For this 
reason and others. the farmers’ freedom in 
bargaining is seriously restricted—that for 
much of his produce he has no other practi- 
cable outlet. There are too many fair days, 
and, therefore, competition is often reduced 
to being a pure illusion. Produce is either 
not graded at all or is insufficiently standard- 
ised. ‘* Rings’’ sometimes isolate the farmer 
from market or fair completely, as, when he 
is ag Sy on the way and offered a price 
which he will not refuse lest he become a 
marked man for that day’s sales! Details 
are given which prove how deftly the farmer 
can be tied to one or a few buyers through 
the interposition of their hired hands. This 
is more effectively worked out in some lines 
than in others, Indeed, the report thinks it 
necessary; when discussing the sale of eggs, 
to state (p. 124): “It is not suggested that 
all poultry ‘higglers’ are unscrupulous, and 
there are many who carry on business in a 
stesighiheweand manner, giving a fair price 
for their purchases.’’ But that the “ many” 
are also the “‘ most” the report sayeth not, 
and few who read it can fail to realise that 
too many and too lucrative livelihoods are 
made out of farming by those who do not, 
and probably could not, farm! They are not 
confined to Ulster. 


Taking Toll and Giving Nothing. 


In these circumstances, it is not surprising 
that markets are waning in popularity. But 
does ‘the farmer effect more satisfactory sales 
at the farm? This is—to put it optimisti- 
cally—doubtful. Here is what happens in 
not a few cases (where there is ‘‘ some par- 
ticularly saleable stock’’): a ‘“‘ first dealer 
makes an offer, and informs a second dealer, 
who visits the farm and offers less than the 
first, who then returns later, and generally 
effects a deal that is satisfactory from his 
point of view. . This practice is only carried 
out where a farmer has the reputation of 
being ‘hard to deal with.’ . In most 
cases, it is not necessary, as the dealer can 
generally make quite good bargains by dint 
of perseverance in bargaining.’’ It is scarcely 
possible to read this part of the Report 
without just indignation. 

The shipper or large dealer who can buy 
six or seven animals at one time seems, it is 
but fair to add, to give ‘reasonable satis- 
faction.”” As usual, it seems, those who 
suffer are those who are least able to with- 
stand the all too expert middleman. Their 
intelligence may not be at fault, but their 
knowledge too often is, and the Report points 
out that effective dissemination ,of current 
market prices amongst farmers is a form of 
self-defence unhappily too rare. We hope 
the broadcasting of riarketing intelligence 
may help to lessen so expensive a form of 
ignorance all over Sched. Short of this, 
there does not seem much which this 
Northern Report relies on for a cure of the 
ills so carefully diagnosed. 

There are, however, certam recommenda- 
tions, and the Report would, we think, be 
the easier to act upon if these had all been 
brought together and summarised at the 
close. However, it does not profess to have 
solved a problem, which it merely set forth 
to illuminate, though it recommends, amongst 
other things, the placing of markets and fairs 
under responsible authority, wherever this is 
not being exercised; the provision—as a set- 
off against tolls, now often inequitable—of 
more systematic plans for dealing with pro- 
duce; where practicable more shelter, and, 
where now absent, correct weighing ap- 
paratus; an attempt at grading, and, gene- 
rally, a disposition to give the farmer a 
quid pro quo for his payments. The con-

A NEW SPRAYING 
MIXTURE. 


A MONG slogans displayed in the educa- 


this season extensive use has 
been made of a spraying mixture called 
Bouisol, which has been productive of re- 
markably good results. For those who spray 
in Irish acres the spray is made up in wood- 
pulp cartons or flasks of 2lb., the right 
strength for 40 gallons of water and to spray 
a quarter of an [frish acre, the correct 
quantity for a horse machine container. It is 
claimed for this preparation that it does not 
stain the leaf or stem, and this is important 
when it comes to detecting leaf diseases like 
Mosaic or the first signs of black stem rot. 
Also it cannot scorch or discolour, even: if 
applied undiluted. Growcrs in the vicinity 
of trial grounds, who kept in touch with 
last year’s results, abandoned blue-stone. 
Farmers now fetch on their bicycles in pounds 
weight what in times gone by they lumbered 
im on carts in hundred-weights, and the 
belated contractor's unexpected arrival no 
longer causes them concern. It is not too 
much to hope that they will all have their 
own spraying machines and meet the blight 
in good time to reap their rewards in better 
crops and more vigorous seed. 

In these days the price of potatoes is 
seldom so low that a grower cannot make 
money provided he grows more tons per acre. 
The price is seldom high enough for him to 
make money if he only grows half a crop. 
Good seed is dear, because exceptional 
measures have to be taken to produce health 
and vigour.

| POULTRY “FOODS AND 
FEEDING. 


HILE several methods of 
W poultry are practised with 
degrees of success, no one met} 
can be definitely indicated as suitable to al) 
Different conditions require different treat. 
ment, and that most convenient for the in. 
dividual is generally the right system to 
adopt. A system which embodies the use of 
by-products or waste on a farm is always the 
most suitable and economical for the general 
farmer. <A point too often overlooked js tha: 
the cost of production per dozen of eggs is 
of far more importance than the mere number 
of eggs produced. It is due to neglect of 
this point that poultry-keepers so frequent|y 
find their business not paying. It is often 
found that one poultry-keeper may produce 
twice the number of eggs from the same 
number of fowls as another, and yet make 
but half the profit. The reason is that in 
one case the cost of production is much less. 


The Wet Mash System. 


This system undoubtedly offers the most 
opportunity for the use of farm products, and 
hence is favoured on all mixed farms. I 
merely means giving a wet mash, morning or 
evening—whichever is the more convenient— 
and giving grain for the other feed. A wet 
mash, may consist of any dry meals, moistened 
with water or milk to a crumbly state; the 
use of milk, of course, is always recommended 
where possible. The feeding of milk, whether 
it be sour, skimmed, separated or even surplus 
whole-milk, constitutes a real saving; for it 
can always replace a portion of the fish or 
meat meals, which are. the most expensive 
items of poultry diet. As a rough guide, half 
a pound of fish meal can be omitted for every 
six or seven pounds of milk used 

At this time of year, when potatoes are 
plentiful, they should be utilised for fattening 
stock, in conjunction with finely-cround oats 
or barley meal. For layers, however, their 
use should be strictly limited. 


For the Layer, 


By now the laying stock should be in 
winter quarters and carefully fed, eise | 
cannot be expected to do their best in th 
matter of egg-production during the period 
between this and Christmas—-the time t! 
matters most. A good mash for such birds, 
recommended by that noted expert, Will 
Hooley, consists of :— 

Equal parts by weight of finely ground oats 
(Sussex is best), bran and maize meal, three 
parts of middlings or sharps, and the addi- 
tion of half a pound of fish meal to every 
6lb. mash, where milk is used in wetting 
the meals. Where milk is not used in any 
form, 3lb. fish meal or meat meal should he 
used when the analysis shows 58-60 per cent. 
albumenoids, or to llb. when the analysis is 
from 40 to 50 per cent. 

The amount of food allowed per bird is 
asually about 25 ozs. The ideal thing, how- 
ever, is to give as much as the birds will 
clear up in from three to four minutes. When 
the wet mash is given at night, which scems 
to be the most satisfactory time, the birds 
may be allowed a larger ration than when 
it is given in the morning. If over-fed in the 
morning, the birds will become indolent, and 
go will not find it necessary to take the 
scratching exercise that is so essential for 
their health and egg production. 

One can always vary the mash according 
to local conditions; for instance, on a farm 
where barley is grown, ground barley meal 
may be net 


to replace half the cround oats 
and half the maize meal. When wheat 
screenings are obtainable, they can be used 
to replace about two-thirds of the middlings.

The staple grain food for poultry s! 
be wheat with a liberal addition of cra 
maize. Oats should not be given all o 
sudden to birds that have had it previously 

The oats should be gradually introduce 
to the grain feed, giving not more than 
er cent. at atime.

The Dry Mash System. 


This method of feeding has 
exceedingly popular, mainly becaus' 
labour saving, and, again, 1s ot 
advantage to those who live a dista 
the poultry-farm buildings. Sine 
is given in hoppers, usually holding 
a week's supply, which are accessible to t 
birds at all times, there is no need to worry 
whether they get little or much. [hey car 
always satisfy themselves, provided t!

Care shouid 
be taken to see that they do not clog, and 
if so the food will not run down to repiace® 
that which is eaten. The best type to get, 
even though they are the more expensive, ate 
the automatic hoppers. In this type 
hopper opens itself when the bird fh 
the alighting bar, and when the bin 
off it it closes, thus guarding against 
mice, etc.

Ghe Goatsucker. 


One of the curious summer visitants to 
Europe from tropical regions is the goat- 
sucker, whose weird and almost human- 
like cries have awakened superstitious 
dread wherever they are heard, There are 
many species and varieties, but the 
common goatsucker, or nightjar, hs it is 
sometimes called, is the best known. The 
bird is cosmopolitan, nocturnal and of an 
owl-like appearance. It feeds on insects, 
chiefly moths and cockroaches, which it 
chases during all the time between 
twilight and dawn. It never builds a nest. 
but deposits its eggs, two in number, on 
the bare ground, and it is said to choose 
the same spot again for brooding in the 
following year. It comes from North 
Africa and North-West India. Im their 
flight from Africa large numbers of these 
birds cross Malta, where they fall victims 
to the sportsman’s gun, and are esteemed 
table delicacies in spring.

A FIGHT FOR A LIFE. 
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_ FIVE PEOPLE ATTEND 
LONDON’S SMALLEST BABY. 


Expert medical men and trained nurses are 
fighting in the City London Maternity 
Hoapital for the lile of a tiny bundle of 
humanity wrapped in cotton wool. The 
bundle is Elizabeth Ann, an 18-ounce baby — 
the smallest ever born in this hospital. Sie 
is described as just a tiny spark kept alight 
lu a warm nest of cotton wool, and sur- 
rounded by electrically-heated cushions. 

Under the specially-constructed bed there 
is a tiny electric battery, which keeps it 
always at the same temperature of 90 degrees 
Fahretiheit. This is essential; for if it cooled 
off the baby would catch a chill, and if it 
became hotter she might be burned. 

It was stated at the hospital yesterday : 
“There are two sisters to took after her— 
one at night and one during the day. There 
are also two nurses and a doctor, so that 
she takes the attention of five people. She 
is only a foot long; her face looks little 
bigger than a half-crown; her legs and arms 
are no thicker than pencils, but she has 
quite a loud cry for an infant of her size— 
and she does a good deal of crying, too.” 

Every half-hour Elizabeth Ann is fed. 
The feeding is done with a fountain pen 
filler; and her meals consist of thirty drops 
of milk; while once a day she goes in for a 
real spread, when she ig, lowed a very mild 
solution of brandy and water.

HE sixteenth annual general go of 
I the Belvedere Newsboys’ Club was held 
at. Belvedere College last might, the Rev. 

I. McKenna, 8.J., presiding in the unavoid- 
able absence of the Rector of the College. 
There was a large attendance of members. 
The report, submitted by the Hon. Secre- 
tary (Mr. Brendan V. Fox), stated that 
during the past year pore had been satis- 
factory, and a third club night was instituted 
for Friday. The classes, however, had been 
discontinued owing to the withdrawal. of the 
grant from the Ministry, and also to the 
fact that they really did not represent a 
highly successful activity of the club, 
A feature of the year was the increase in 
the number of Old Boys’ nights, at which 
they had an average attendance of 65. 
Confessions were heard monthly, and there 
were three General Communions during the 
year.

There were two excur- 
sions for the boys. Visitations to the boys’ 
homes were continued, and football matches 
were played in the Phenix Park every 
Sunday. A swimming gala at Tara Street 
Baths had been an unqualified success. 

Further development of the premises had 
begun, and the fact that the club was able 
to contemplate a new era was mainly due to 
the suceess attending the dance at the 
Mansion House last December, for which they 
had mainly to thank Her Excellency Mrs. 
McNeill and the capable ladies’ committee 
she gathered round her. 
The report was adopted. 


DEBT WIPED OUT. 
The honorary treasurer's report, which 
was read by Mr. Eugene Davy, in the 
absence of Mr. J. J. Davy, stated that 
income—special and ordinary—for the year 
was £958, and expenditure £935. ‘he 
ordinary expenditure amounted to £321, 
which included rent, refreshments for the 
boys at the club parties and excursions, 
clothes and boots, games, football, etc.

‘THE FARMERS’ PLIGHT. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—I have read with much interest 
reports in the newspapers of the proceedin 
at the various meetings of farmers recently 
held throughout the Trish Free State, and 
the farmers who attended these meetings 
appear to be unanimous as to the desirabihty 
ot placing their industry on an organised 
basis. I now offer the following suggestions 
as a modus operandi for what they are worth : 

(1) The existing County Executive Com- 
mittee of each County Branch of the Farmers 
Union in the Irish Free State should arrange, 
say, about twelve areas in their respective 
counties and select the most convenient centre 
in every such area as a meeting place for 
the farmers of that area. i 

(2) The existing County Executive .Com- 
mittee should select and appoint immediately 
a capable and efficient organising secretary, 
whose duty it should be to arrange meetings 
of farmers in each of the defined areas at the 
centres decided on, notice of such meetings 
to be given by bill-posters attractively de- 
signed and posted throughout the particular 
area, and also by notice published in the local 
newspapers, distribution of handbills and 
personal canvass where possible. Three such 
meetings could be held on any one day 
between the hours of 6 p.m. and 9 p.m., or 
at any more convenient hours. 

(3) The organising secretary should attend 
every area meeting and briefly explain that 
the proceedings thereat are to be merely 
formal—namely (a) appointment of chairman, 
secretary and committee of, say, five farmers ; 
(b) submit resolution to the effect that an 
area association be formed and be affiliated 
to the County Executive Council; (c) selec- 
tion of two delegates to the County Execu- 
tive Council—one a farmer whose Poor Law 
Valuation is £20 or under, and the other a 
farmer whose Poor Law Valuation exceeds 
£20; (d) enrol intending members; (e) collect 
yoluntary subscriptions to constitute a fund 
to defray initial expenses, and let the sum 
so collected be credited to subscribing 
members as against the subscriptions ulti- 
mately payable by them. 

(4) The County Executive Council should 
consist of the twenty-four area delegates so 
selected. They should meet as soon as 
possible after all area delegates have been 
selected, in the most central county town, 
and the county organising secretary should 
convene their meeting, attend thereat and 
briefly explain that their proceedings should 
also be formal—namely (a) appointment of 
chairman, secretary, committee of eight 
members; (b) selection of two delegates 
to a Central Executive Council; (c) 
make arrangements for acquisition of 
suitable . offices and Council chamber; 
(d) appoint three trustees to ‘open bank ac- 
count and be responsible for the funds of the 
County Executive Council; (e) appoint various 
sub-committees to deal with questions of 
finance, organisation, propaganda, etc. 

(5) The Central Executive Council or 


‘Supreme governing body would consist of fifty- 


two delegates—two delegates from every 
county—and their preliminary meeting should 
be convened by the County Dublin organising 
secretary on the first convenient date after 
the appointment of all the county delegates. 
when the proceedings should be formal—(a) 
appointment of chairman, vice-chairman, secre- 
tary, general purposes committee and organis- 
ing inspector for the Irish Free State; (b) 
arrange for acquisition of suitable offices and 
council chamber. 

A second meeting should be held within one 
week from date of this preliminary meeting, 
when matters of procedure, etc., should be 
settled, and various sub-committees appointed 
to deal with such matters. as drafting a con- 
stitution, standing orders, rules for county 
executive council and area councils, fixing 
rates of subscriptions, finance, law, parliamen- 
tary matters, etc. As the reports of the 
various sub-committees vere made available 


| 
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they should be considered, altered, amended 
and discussed at general meetings, and then 
submitted to county executive councils for 
approval and adoption, and should eventually 
receive final ratification by the central council. 
The central council should be endowed with 
considerable powers, and should obtain the 
necessary professional assistance in the draft- 
ing of their constitution and rules. 

The Central Executive Council being com- 
prised of the picked men from every county, 
could safely be trusted to determine the policy 
and tactics for the entire organisation, and 
in certain events they would be obliged to 
obtain a referendum on major questions of 
policy through the medium of the various 
county executive councils. [I am of opinion 
that, if the contemplated organisation is 
framed in the manner indicated, it will prove 
most beneficial to the interests of all farmers. 
large and small, in the Irish Free State, and 
will be a considerable factor in solving our 
difficulties and promoting good-will and 
patriotic citizenship,—Yours, etc.,

AWKWARD POSITION 
UNDER CONTRACTS. 


At the monthly meeting of the Joint Com- 
mittee of the Grangegorman and Portrane 
Mental Hospitals, the clerk mentioned that in 
June last the committee had entered into a 
twelve months’ contract with Messrs. Heiton 
and Company for 1,800 tons Point of Ayr 
house coal at 25s. ód, per ton delivered free 
at Grangegorman, and. 30s. 1 per ton 
delivered free at Portrane. No supplies had 
yet been abtained under the contract, but 
deliveries were required. 

Im view of the import duty of 5s. per ton 
on British coal he asked the contractors if, 
as an alternative to supplying British coal, 
they could offer continental coal of equal 
quality at a lower rate than the contract rate 
plus duty, and they offered prime Silesian 
coal out of a cargo due to arrive next week at 
28s. 6d, per ton delivered free at Grange- 
gorman and 34s, 1d. per ton free at Portrane. 
They sent samples of this coal for test and 
the quality .seemed to be satisfactory. 

In reply to Mr. D. Coyle, the chief clerk 
said that the Ministry had refused to grant 
the committee a licence to import the coal 
already contracted for. As a result the com- 
mittee would have to pay the 5s. a ton im- 
port duty if British coal were supplied, and 
in all that would cost the committee about 
£1,500 a year. á 

Mr, Coyle protested against such a burden 
being placed on the Board, and he suggested 
that the Minister for Industry be asked to re- 
consider their decision with regard to the 
licence. 

Mr, Briscoe moved alternatively that the 
committee take the Silesian coal. 

The clerk said that the steam coa] was the 
big item, and they would not get out of their 
contract with Messts. Cory and Oo., Cardiff, 
for delivery of 5,000 tons of Welsh steam 
coal. On that they would have to pay 5s. per 
ton import duty. 

It was decided to adopt the alternative offer 
of Silesian coal from Messrs. Heiton and Com- 
pany, and that a deputation be appointed to 
wait on the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce to press him to reconsider ‘his decision 


and grant a licence for the import of the 
steam coal contracted for. 

Mr. J. J. Doyle, in his report, asked for 
instructions as to the purchase of potatoes. 
He said that it was customary to advertise 
for tenders for potatoes for four months from 

ber. Last year the price paid for such 
contract averaged’7s. 2d. per cwt. for Grange- 
gorman and 7s. 4d, per cwt. for Portrane. He 
was buying now best quality potatoes on the 
Dublin market at 2s. tid. per cwt. So long 
as that could be done he suggested there 
could be no advantage gained by making any 
contract. 

It was agreed that the clerk continue to 
purchase in the open markets. 

The Medical Superintendent, Dr. Donelan, 
reported that there were at present in these 
institutions 1,943 males and 1,857 females— 
a total of 3,800, which represented an increase 
of sixty on the corresponding date last year.

BANDITS GRANTED 
IMMUNITY. 
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MOVE TO ASSIST RELEASE 
OF BRITISH CAPTIVES. 


From Revuter’s CorresponpDext. 
MUKDEN, Wednesday. 


In an effort to secure the release from 
captivity of Mrs. Pawley and Mr. Corkran, 
the British Consul-General to-day made a 
number of requests to the Japanese 
military authorities in Manchu-Kuo. 

He asked that the military should 
promise immunity to the bandits if they 
release the two captives, and that the 
military should not obstruct General 
Wang Ten Chu, a Chinese, who has 
already received the Manchurian Govern- 
ment's permission to act as an inter- 
mediary for the purpose of effecting the 
release. 

The authorities have now agreed that, 
pending the release, no attack will be 
made upon the bendits, even if in the 
meantime they commit further outrages, 
and the Chinese intermediary will be 
given safeguards. | | 

{[Note—The seriousness of the bandit 
menace in China becomes abundantly clear 
when it is recalled that within the past ten 
years thirty-nine, foreigners, including 
eight British subjects, have 
murdered, Eighteen foreigners, five of 
them British, were injured, while no less 
than 151 foreigners, including forty-six 
British, were kidnapped and held to 


ransom during that period. )

STORY OF 
ORDEAL IN 
ICE STORM.

HE “Flying Family.” consisting ol 
Mr. and Mrs. George Hutchinson 
and their daughters, Kathryn and Janet, 
yesterday flew from Novar to Aberdeen, 
there to await the arrival of the trawler, 
Lord Talbot, which rescued them after 
their aeroplane had been forced down off 
Greenland. : 

The Lord Talbot put the Hutchinsons 
ashore in Loch Erribal on Tuesday, and 
from there they motored to Lairg, where 
they spent the night, proceeding to Aber- 
deen by air yesterday. | 

The n.vigator, mechanic, wireless 
operator and photographer of the ‘“ Flying 
Family’s’’ aeroplane came to Aberdeen 
in the trawler. 

In ‘an interview with a Press reporter 
at Aberdeen, Mr. Hutchinson said that 
they did not consider theirs was an ocean 
flight ; for the longest hop was 620 miles. 
They flew into an ice storm, which forced 
them. to fly low down, and, as the ‘plane 
was in great danger of hitting icebergs, 
there was only one thing to do, and that 
was to descend in the water. 

After landing they taxied for an hour 
and a half, but there was a great deal cf 
ice about, and one of his pontoons was 
damaged. He taxied to the shore, and the 
waves battered his machine to pieces. The 
‘plane sank in twenty minutes, but they 
managed to rescue some things from it. 
They were forty hours on the shore, and 
built a stone shelter, which they co. red 


with a piece of wing off the ‘plane, whic 
they got at low tide. | 

Mr. Hutchinson said that they had 
always taken the children with them when 
flying, and he was going to continue to 
do so, because it gave them happiness. 
Kathryn, who would be nine years old 
next month, had had 1,066: hours in the 
air, and six-year-old Janet 954 hours. It 
was part of their lives. 

“ We are going back to the States, and 
next year I hope to fly through Asia. 
I have bought the same sort of machine, 
and’ as long as we travel we wil! travel by 
aeroplane.’’

Attempted Smuggling 
Charge.

MANUEL MACK KENNRICK, a 
E, traveller in furs, with an address in 
London, was charged at Dundalk to- 
day .with attempting to sn e a number 
of fur coats, fur ties, and cúil sets into the 
Free State from Northern Ireland. The value 
of the articles was given as £93, and the 
treble duty at 


dalk Station, stated that on. the arrival of 
the train from Belfast last Wednesday 
Kennrick came to the Customs Office and 
produced a bonded list showing the goods 
he was entitled to take in for re-exportation. 
He alleged that Kennrick said that he was 
in a hurry, and suggested that a cursory 
examination would .be sufficient, On taking 
the goods out to the platform and examining 
one of the parcels, witness found irregulari- 
ties, and discovered some goods which were 
not on the list. All the articles were de- 
tained, and after a detailed examination cn 
the following day witness discovered an 
excess of goods not shown on the list. The 
only explanation given by Kennrick was that 
one fur coat was a second-hand one which 
had been taken from Ireland to England for 
repair. This, the defendant said, was the 
property of a customer in Dublin. 


FUR TIES. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Sean Ryan, 
solicitor, Dublin, for the defendant, the 
witness stated that generally only a cursory 
examination was made. Many of the fur 
ties were six feet long, and could not easily 
have been put into the packages without their 
presence being known. 

The defendant stated that he ‘had been 
coming to Ireland for eighteen years, and 
since the setting up of the Free State had 
been coming four times a year at Jeast, and 
there never had been a suggestion against 
him, When he completed his previous journey 
in July he. took the stuff back to his ware- 
house, went for his holidays and on his 
return took the goods to Belfast, In_ the 
meantime somebody in the warehouse might 
have added some other articles and taken 
some out, While in Belfast for two days he 
had checked his goods with the list, and 
came to the conclusion that everything was 
right.

President and Congress. 
The American presidential election, 
which is now only seven weeks distant, 
will be fought circumstances. 
There are six candidates—a Republican, 
a Democrat, a Socialist, a Communist, a 
“ Liberal’ and a representative, of the 
unemployed; but, as the “issue 
will lie between Republicen and Demo- 
crat. Until recently the odds have been 
strongly in favour of President Hoover's 
re-election in the Republican interest ; now 
it appears that public opinion has begun 
to take a violently anti-Kepublican turn, 
and Mr. Franklin Roosevelt’s Democratic 
supporters are confident in the extreme. 
The recent Maine elections were the first 
serious indi@ation that Mr. Roosevelt's 
star is in the ascendant; for the State of 
Maine is regarded generally as an index 
to feeling throughout the country. At the 
same time there is no reason to: assume 
victory for Mr. Roosevelt. To predict the 
result of an American election is to throw 
u stake with fortune. There is an enor- 
mous Republican bourgeoisic which never 
troubles to express its views, but is un- 
shakable in its that only 
“100 per cent, Americanism’’ shall sit 
enthroned in the White House; and the 
Republican: Party, through all — vicissi- 
tudes, is still the incarnation of “ 100 
per cent. Americanirm.” The question is 
whether Mr. Hoover still is regarded as a 
fit standard-bearer of the stalwart Repub- 
lican cause. 

In two respects, indeed, Mr. Hoover has 
slipped slightly from his" 100 per cent 
eminence, thereby giving a fillip to Mr. 
Roosevelt's fortunes. He has vacillated on 
the question of prohibition. Not so many 
months ago the President hinted that a 
discreet modification of the Volstead Act 
might be a result of his re-instatement. 
The public response, apparently, was not 
favourable, and a swift recantation fol- 
lowed; but the mischief had been done. 
Furthermore, President Hoover of late 
has shown incautiously liberal leanings 
on the matter of War debts. His mora- 
torium was viewed with distrust in many 
quarters, and recently he has hinted that 
the offer of ceriain trading concessions by 
Europe might induce Congress to re-con- 
sider her indebtedness to the United 
States. The 100 per cent. American does 
not like these wnorthodoxies, and it is 
particularly unfortunate for President 
Hoover that his Democratic opponent, 
though open to criticism as a “ \-et,”’ 
hardens his heart like Pharaoh where the 
obligations of Europe are concerned: 
Finally, the President suffers from the 
fact that, even if he was not responsible 
for the failure of American business, 
he did not contrive to set it on its 
feet again. There are even people who 
hold against him the charge that, as Pre- 
sident, he ought to have foreseen the ap- 
proaching calamity. 

Actually, the United States is con- 
fronted with what ought to be one of the 
most. momentous elections in her history ; 
and, to meet it, she has neither parties 
nor policies. It is impossible to say that 
such-and-such is the Democratic pro- 
gramme, or that such-and such is the 
Republican programme. Neither party, 
even in profession, is completely “ dry,” 
and neither is completely “ wet ’’ ; neither

Stock Exchange Commissions. © 


On Monday the Committee for General 
Purposes of the London Stotk Exchange 
issued. its proposals for the amendment of 
the rule governing the division of brokers’ 
commission with agents. The main provi- 
sions of these proposals are that banks 
and banking houses shall be entitled to 
retain 50 pér cent. of the commission on 
business introduced by them, and that 
other agents, except remisiers and clerks 
exclusively employed by members, shall 
be content with 354 per cent. This problem 
of shared commissions has been agitating 
the Stock Exchange for a long time, and 
last March the Committee then in office 
suggested the scale which now has been 
launched by its successor. Criticism at 
the time was immediate and active, with 
the result that a committee representing 
the opposition was set up to investigate 
the whole question. This unofficial com- 
mittee, in due course, proposed that the 
banks should be allowed 334 per cent. and 
other ‘agents 25 per. cent., while: the 
minimum commission should not le 
divisible in either case. Faced with these 
alternative proposals, the new official com- 
mittee, when it took office, was compelled 
to re-examine the whole problem. As is 
manifest from Monday’s pronouncement, 
it has been unable to recommend the 
adoption of the lower scale favoured by 
many members—in other words, it has 
failed to cajole the banks. into an accept- 
ance of less than 50 per cent. A large 
proportion of members—possibly a 
majority—is convinced more than ever 
that the Committee has not been firm 
enough in its negotiations with the lords 
of Lombard street, and a petition is being 
organised to urge that the proposals shall 
not. be ratified when they come up for 
confirmation on October 17th. The issue 
is simple.

A Chance for Fiction. 


“ Master criminals,’’ so~ plentiful. in 
détective fiction, are rare in real life; but 
London harbours one of them at the 
present moment... He is a forger,.. whose 
work is so clever that even victimised bank 
customers cannot distinguish his reproduc- 
tions from their own signatures. On 
Tuesday, at the Old Bailey, a member of 
a gang of cheque-forgers was sent to penal 
servitude for five years—but he was not 
the actual forger of the cheques which 
sent him there. A Scotland Yard inspector 
told the Recorder that the gang included 
some twenty members, who worked in 
sections. They raided letter-boxes, used 
abstracted cheques for the forgery of other 
cheques, and presented the forgeries to the 
banks within an hour after the theft. 
Within that hour, as it seems, the 
mysterious master forger did his work, 
and although four of his accomplices are 
now behind bars, he still eludes capture. 
“It is difficult,’’ said the inspector, ‘‘ to 
get evidence against him.” Imagination, 
trained on a thousand detective stories, 
readily will expand the official statement. 
It will rejoice to believe that the master 
forger is unknown by name or appearance 
to any member of his gang, that they 
receive his instructions in mysterious 
ways, and that his headquarters, like 
those of the late Professor Moriarty, are 
in a spacious and luxurious chamber 
beneath the Thames. The speed with 
which the cheques are forged and pre- 
sented indicates that his ‘skill and 
audacity are equalled only by his. genius 
for disguise. Here surely is a task worthy 
of the best writers of detective fiction, and, 
since Scotland Yard remains in the dark, 
why should they not have a try at it? Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle and Mr. Edgar 
Wallace are dead, but the creators of 
Colonel Gethryn, Roger Sheringham, 
Sergeant Bell and half a dozen other 
invincible sleuths still brandish their pens 
and show how crimes were done. Seotland 
Yard must be exceedingly tired of the 
patronage and even ridicule which it 
suffers at fiction’s hands. We suggest that 
it shall challenge some of the eminent 
writers to descend to the region of fact 
and to catch the master forger. Hercule 
Poirot, in competition with Philo Vance, 
would offer a thrilling spectacle; but, 
perhaps, Scotland Yard would have the 
last laugh. | 


The Modern Farm. 


Sir Duncan Watson, who is one of the 
electrical magnates of England, writes an 
important article in the Daily Telegraph 
on the application of electricity to agricul- 
ture. He tells of the great increase in the 
use of current on the American farm, and 
draws a lesson for the British farmer, 
which, with necessary modifications, might 
be applied to Ireland.

Housing in London,

TRIPLE THREAT TO PEACE. 


From Revter’s ConRESPONDENT. 
SIMLA, Wednesday. 


The Legislative Assembly was crowded 
to-day when Mr. Haig, the Home member, 
rose amid cheers to move the appointment 
of a Select Committee on the bill incor- 
porating the many ordinances which were 
re-promulgated in June, but expire at the 
end of the year. 

He said that it was the Government’s 
intention to secure the report of the Com- 
mittee early in November in order that 
the House should discuss the bill at a 
special session in Delhi in November. 

The origin of the bill was the renewal 


of civil disobedience, which accompanied 


the action taken last year against the 
‘‘no-rent campaign’’ in the .United 
Provinces and the movement in semi- 
military form in the Frontier, exhibiting 
defiance of authority. : 

Though the manifestations’ had been 
much curtailed, and supporters had lost 
a good deal of impetus, still the move- 
ment was in existence, and no one could 
prophesy when it would end. 


REVOLUTION PROSPECTS. 


The best method of ensuring a speedy 
end was to make it clear that the powers 
with which the movement was being fought 
would be continued. Broadly speaking, 
the provisions in the present bill were 
against picketing and the formation of 
unlawful associations, and those for the 
greater control of the Press. 

All these the Home member justified as 
necessary by quoting from passages in 
Lord Irwin’s statements appended to his 
ordinances. 

“It is not sufhcicnt,” Mr. Haig con- 
cluded, ‘‘that these powers should be in 
existence merely until civil disobedience 
ceases, but that they should be available 
in case the movement is revived. Powers 
should be secured not only for the exist- 
ing official Governments .during a com- 
paratively brief period, but that the new

GENEVA, Wednesday. 


HERE is to be no immediate crisis in 
the Disarmament Conference over 
Germany's brusque refusal to take any 
further part in its labours until her claim 
for equal armament status is conceded. 
On the initiative of Mr. Arthur 
Henderson, the President, to-day’s opening 
meeting of the Bureau of the Conference 
adjourned the discussion of the German 


communication until such time as Berlin 


shall have replied to Mr. Henderson’s 
The 
appeal itself was endorsed by to-day’s 
meeting, and the next move is, therefore, 
with Germany. 

Private conversations will meanwhile be 
entered into between Baron von Neurath, 
the German Foreign Minister; Sir John 
Simon, and Signor Aloisi, the principal 
Italian delegate. 


FRANCE PREPARED. 


M. Herriot, who had come specially 
from Paris with the biggest guns in his 
armoury to demolish the German claim 
for equality if the question came up for 
discussion, did not even attend to-day’s 
meóáing as he had been warned of the 
course the discussion would take. He 
returns to Paris to-night, and will come 
back for the Assembly next month. 

_ To-day’s tactful decision in this all- 
important matter was not the only success 
scored by Mr. Henderson as chairman. 

Always a strong advocate of publicity 
as the best friend of disarmament, he got 
the Bureau to agree that its discussions 
should take place in public. 

The British ex-Foreign Secretary is 
evidently determined not to be a mere 
figurehead, and recent articles and 
speeches by him have shown that he 
means the Bureau to get down to business. 

Ín his speech this morning Mr. Hender- 


/ gon Said :--- 


We, are nearing the cross-roads at 
which the fatal decision must be taken 
for peace atid disarmament, or for a ro- 
newal of a mad competition in arma- 
ments, and ultimately war. I am certain 
that there is no representative of any 
Government here that would lightly as- 
sume the responsibility . which is ours. 
There is a specific responsibility upon us. 
Two months ago the General Commission 
drew up general instructions upon which 
we are to act. These instructions make 
it our duty not only to prepare detailed 
texts on certain matters on which pre- 
liminary decisions have been taken, but 
also to draw up plans which shall pro- 
vide for substantial and comprehensive 
measures of armament reduction to be 
brought about by the general Convention, 
to be applied alike to Jand, naval and 
air forces.’’ 

The prugramme of work and the method 
of procedure submitted by the rapporteur, 
M. Benes, closely follows the resolution 
of July 23rd. This was not to the taste 
of M. Latvinoff, the Soviet Foreign Com- 
missar, who wanted something much 
more far-reaching. 


FRAME WITHOUT PICTURE. 

'“ Let us get straight away to the ques- 
tion of a reduction of armaments,’’ he 
said, ' not merely to the kinds and sizes 
of weapons. Let us take either the Ameri- 
can proposal for a reduction by one-third, 
or the Soviet proposal for total aboli- 
tiou, as bases for our discussion. It 1s 
nseless to discuss the frame of the picture 
until the painting itself has been 
executed,’”’ 

After a general discussion, in which 
Sir John Simon took a conspicuous part, 
the Bureau adjourned until to-morrow. 

In an article in a local paper Mr. Hen- 
derson strongly advocates moral satisfac- 
tion being given to Germany. He says 
that the situation ‘‘ demands prompt and 
bold action on the part of the Powers 
most directly interested—namely, a frank 
declaration of their intention to honour 
the obligation undertaken at Versailles 
whan Germany was called upon to ac- 
cept the disarmament clauses.”’

FORMAL demand for a legal mini- 
mum wage for all employés of 
Dublin *bus companies was made at a 
meeting of the Transport Trades Group of 
the, Dublin Trades Union Council on 
Tuesday night. 

Mr. J. Timmins, National Union of 
Railwaymen, Chairman of the Transport 
Group, presided, and the attendance in- 
cluded delegates representing drivers, con- 
ductors, vehicle builders, engineers, garage 
staff, etc. 

It was decided to request that in the 
Traffic Bill which is to be passed by the 
Dail at its next session there should be 
inserted a clause prohibiting the issue of 
licences to any 'bus company plying for 
hire unless the proposed legal minimum 
wage ot geen to all grades of wage-earners 
employed by the company, and that the 
minimum wage demanded shall be in- 
cluded in the bill or made a schedule to 
the bill. This will, if adopted, mean the 
introduction of a new principle into Free 
State legislation—a statutory minimum 
wage for manual workers, 

It is understood that 75s. per week, 
with a guaranteed day and guaranteed 
week, as in the railway service, is the 
proposed legal minimum wage for ‘bus 
drivers for a 48-hour week suggested by 
the Transport Trades Group, Cunductors 
would have a pro rata wage under similar 
conditions, and for the indoor manual! 
stafi—greasers, washers, etc.—whose duties 
are necessarily night work, special pro- 
visiun to meet the special nature and 
hardships of their work is made in the 
Transport Group’s demand. 


QUALIFIED WORKERS. 


The different trades—engineers, body- 
makers, etc.—are covered by a demand 
for the application of the recognised 
standard ‘‘district rate’’ for all repair 
work, renovation work and so forth in 
garages, with the compulsory employment 
of qualified craftsmen from the recognised 
trade unions operating the different 
processes. 

For the clerical staffs it is proposed 
that it shall be laid down by statute that 
the hours, wages and conditions shall be 
those in operation in the railways service. 

A deputation from the Transport 
Trades Group will report and recommend 
on these proposals to the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Dublin Trades Union Council 
at the end of this week. 

The group meeting decided to recom- 
mend that the inspectors to be appointed 
by the Garda Siochana authorities for the 
periodical examination of omnibuses, etc., 
under the Act shall be qualified trades- 
men. 

Commercial motor vehicles plying for 
hire are included in the Transport Trades 
Unions’ demand. 


E.S.B. LABOURERS, 


Yesterday Mr. T. Kennedy, Vice-Presi- 
dent of the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, and Mr. T. O'Reilly, 
Secretary, Thomas Street Branch, met Mr. 
Dempsey, Secretary of the Electricity 
Board, at the Board’s offices, and discussed 
the wages demands made upon the Board 
by the labourers in its employment in 
Dublin and district. 

At a previous conference the union pre- 
sented its case for bringing the wages of 
the labourers, who have been ethployed 
directly by the Board since its establish- 
ment, up to the level of the wages. paid 
fo the labourers formerly employed in the 
Dublin Corporation électricity service and 
now transferred to the service of the E.S.B. 

In addition to this main demand yester- 
day’s conference discussed in detail various 
inequalities of conditions of labour and 
claims made on behalf of individual 
employés of the Board.

NEW EVIDENCE UPSETS 
THEORIES. 


From Revurter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
PARIS, Wednesday. 

The mystery of the death of Mr. Donald 
Ross, who was found dead with his hands 
and feet tied at his flat at Maisons- 
Laffitte, deepened to-day as a xecult of 
fresh information which came into the 
hands, of the police. 

The evidence of a restaurant proprietor 
in Paris, who claimed that Mr. Ross liad 
lunched at his restaurant on Saturday 
last, was carefully investigated by M. 
Gabrielli, the detective in charge of the 
case, and-it was subsequently established 
that Mr. Ross did lunch in Paris cn 
Saturday. What has yet to be cleared up 
is why he did not go to his office, where 
he was due either on the Saturday or on 
the previous day. The police are now 
trying to discover whether anyone else saw 
him on Saturday. 

M. Gabrielli describes the case as one 
of the most baffling in his experience. 
Scores of contradictory theories have been 
put forward and rejected, dozens of con- 
flicting statements sifted, and several in. 
quiries started in various directions. 
Meanwhile M. Gabrielli is methodically 
questioning all those persons known ‘ve 
have had contact with the dead man, and 
checking up the statements made. 

This morning Mr. “ Dick’’ Ross, the 
dead man’s son, helped the police to go 
through his father’s papers, but it appears 
that nothing was found that could throw 
light on the mystery. Mr. Ross, junior, 
told Reuter’s Correspondent that he was 
physically and mentally exhausted as a 
result of the strain of the past few days, 
but he would continue his work as a 
chartered accountant in Paris with his 
present chief, who, he said, had been 
kindness itself.

SIX REASONS. 

“The Executive of the National Liberal 
Federation, having examined the agree- 
ments concluded at Ottawa, so far as they 
have been published, is convinced for the 
following reasons that, if carried into 
effect, they must be a hindrance rather 
than a help to the recovery of trade. 
‘Instead of reducing the impediments to 

world trade, on balance they increase 
them by the imposition of new or 


increased duties on foreign imports, 
and by the introduction of even more 
noxious restrictions, including the 
‘quantitative regulation’ of imports 
and the establishment of ‘quotas.’ 

‘‘Thev involve an unprecedented surrender 
of the rights of the British Parlia- 
ment. which is forbidden to reduce 
some of its own taxes without the 
consent of the Dominions. 

‘‘They definitely limit the power of this 
country to negotiate freer conditions 
of trade with other countries. 

“They impose new and serious burdens 
upon the mass of the people by taxing, 
or otherwise raising the price, of many 
of the most essential foodstuffs, 

“They nullify the value of Dominion con- 
cessions by accepting the vicious prin- 
ciple that the prices of British exports 
in the Dominions should be raised by 
tariffs to the same level as those of 
Dominion goods, a principle which, if 
generally applied, would put a stop to 
all exports to the Dominions and, 
indeed, to all international trade. 

“ By their ambiguous phrasing and by the 
bargaining spirit which they embody 
they create a grave danger of endless 
and sordid bickerings between the 
countries of the Empire, thereby im- 
posing a strain upon their unity and 
friendship. 

“The Executive, therefore, earnestly 
urges upon the Government, upon Parlia- 
ment and upon all electors, that they 
should seriously consider the dangers and 
the vicious principles inherent in the 
Ottawa agreements, and oppose them by 
every means in their power.”’ 

A SURPRISE. 

Sir Herbert Samuel was not present 
when the Executive took its decision .on 
the Ottawa proposals, but it is understood 
that he is in substantial agreement with 
the ‘terms of the resolution. 

Thére were two dissentients when the 
resolution was put to the meeting, Mr. 
Hackforth-Jones and Mr. Herbert 
Willison, who, it is understood, desired 
the postponement of a decision until after 
the Cabinet meeting which is to be held 
on September 28.

THE DISARMAMENT 
CONFERENCE. 


In a leading article The Times observes : 
The Bureau of the Disarmament (on- 
ference met yesterday on the appointed 
date, in spite of the absence of any repre- 
sentative of Germany, and, in earnestly 
ursuing its business with or without 
ferman participation, it is undoubtedly 
adopting the best possible method. of 
making indefinite abstention impossible 
for anv Government which sincerely 
desires a disarmament agreement. The 
further the delegates assembled at Geneva 
advance in the elaboration of a scheme 
of practical reduction and limitation, the 
more impossible it will become for Ger- 
many or for any other Power to stay 
away. . 

What is now wanted—and the British 
Government may be trusted to work for 
it unremittingly—is a united declaration 
by the other Powers—and more particu- 
larly the former allied and associated 
Powers—that the Disarmament Conven- 
tion will, in law and in fact, supersede 
Part V. of the Versailles Treaty in respect 
of national armaments. Such a resolu- 
tion, carefully worded, would preserve the 
principle of limitation, and at the same 
time would leave Germany no valid reason 
for staying away from the further pro- 
ceedings of the Conference. Foreign 
opinion cannot but be profoundly dis- 
turbed by some of the militarist tendencies 
manifested in Germany since the present 
Government took office; but, so far, the 
military exercises have been kept within 
the letter of the Treaty, The tanks which

‘There 
were reductions during the period of £1,052 
in respect of pensioned watchmen, and £2,545 
building facilities repayment of loan. 


SALARIES INCREASE. 

The increase in salaries came along at the 
end of 1918. ‘These included increases to the 
staff at the People’s Park. 

The Inspector—Would you not collect the 
£900 irrecoverable rates in your next 
estimate —No; irrecoverable rates are mainly 
on unoccupancies. 

The Inspector—And you stmke a rate to 
bring up your requirements in that respect? 
— Yes. 

The increase in the cost of the cleansing 
department, the Treasurer said, was due 
principally to increases in wages. 

The Inspector—How was it that the 
general purposes rate was £20,000 in 1921, 
while the average over a number of years 
was £12,000! 

Mr. Morrissey—£4,900 was provided for 
malicious injuries in that year. We do not 
strike a rate in advance for that. The 
borough rate, he added, represented an 
increase of 100 per cent. owing to increased 
wages to the Mayor's staff and an increase 
of salary to the Mayor. 

The Inspector—It appears to me that all 
your increased expenditure is due to increases 
in salaries and wages, while your 
improvements are very limited. The increased 
expenditure for the period 1918-1931 repre- 
sented an increase cÍ 100 per cent. As that 
had been explained as being due to increases 
in wages there was no use in dwelling on it. 

Mr. M. F. Donnellon, secretary to “the 
Waterworks Committee, stated that the water 
rate for supply to houses outside the borongh 
was based at ós, 6d. in the £, and a rental 
of 10s. 8d. yearly. The Corporation supplied 
1,100 houses outside the boundary, and there 
were very few arrears. His salary was £350, 
and quite recently he had been appointed 
provisionally secretary to the Public Health 
Committee at £45 a vear. The auditor had 
recently testified to the work he had to do. 

To Mr. Fitzgerald, barrister-at-law—There 
had been no permanent additions to the staff 
of his department. 

The Oity Treasurer, resuming, was asked 
hy the inspector if he ever said to the Cor- 
poration that they were over-expending their 
estimate.

_ EXPORTED. 


RAIL CARRIAGE 
OF LIVE STOCK. 


NEW SCALE OF 
‘CHARGES. 


A T the meeting of the Irish. Liye Stock 


Exporters’ and Traders’ Association, 

_™ Ltd., in Prosperity Chambers, Upper 
O'Connell street, Dublin, last night—Mr. 
Hugh Cassidy presiding—thedive stock export 
returns which were ‘read showed that during 
the week ended the 10th inst. 6,762 cattle 
were exported to Great Britain and the Isle 
of Man. i 7 

The number of cattle exported during the 
previous week was 4,693. 

For the corresponding week in 1931 the 
number was 15.443. 

The total number of animals, including 
cattle, sheep, pigs and horses exported for 
the week ended the 10th inst. was 18,142, 
compared with 17,152 for the previous week 
and 47,088 for the corresponding week in 1931. 


LOWER RAILWAY RATES, 

A letter was received from the (Great 
Southern Railways Company enclosing a new 
scale of charges for live stock by merchandise 
train, which had been brought into opera- 
tion to apply on and from 15th inst. 
Generally, this scale represented a reduction 
in the company's rates of approximately 20 
per cent., as compared with the 12} per cent. 


which the Association agreed to accept when 
the matter was being discussed. It was 
hoped that the substantial reductions whica 
the new scale represented would be appre- 
ciated by the trade generally, and would 
resuit in a complete reversion to the ruils 
of any live stock which might be at present 
diverted. 

It would be recalled, the letter continued, 
that the difference which existed now between 
smaller avimals, such as sheep and pigs, as 
compared with cattle, had been stressed at 
conferences held previously, also “the 
fact that the . former were being 
diverted to a greater extent than the latter 
It had been furthermore agreed that in the 
event of the cattle traders being met to the 
extent of 124 per cent. reduction the com- 
pany should be free to reduce, as might 
be necessary, in order to secure the 
sheep and pig tratiic. In this con- 
nection it might. be necessary ‘for the 
company in isolated instances to go below 
the present scale for this traffic, and it was 
taken that the cattle traders, appreciating 
the company's position, would not press for 
similar reductions, It was hoped that the 
reduced scale would be brought prominently 
before the members of the Association, and 
the Association and members were relied on 
to use every possible influence to encourage 
transport by rail, It was hoped further that 
the reductions from the longer distance 
stations would result in dealers in Dublin 
and elsewhere in the Saorstat extending their 


activities to Western fairs for the convey- 
ance of their live stock to and via Dublin. 
The reduced scale was being brought. into 
operation experimentally, te would be re- 
viewed later, with a view to its continuance 
or otherwise, having regard to the effect it 
would have on the company's revenue. 


SUPPORT FOR RAILWAYS. 


The Chairman said that this was a step in 


the railway company. This was a big re- 
duction, considering the state the railways 
were in now, Members of the Association 
should do all they could to try to get people 
to consign their stuff by rail instead of by 
Lorry. 

Tt was pointed out by the company that 
the new scale did not apply betwen Dublin 
and certain stations, as the existing ex- 


ceptional rates were being continued. 

Mr. Bermingham said that it was very 
necessary that live stock traders should 
support the railways.’ The railways were in 
a very bad state; the cattle trade was in a 
bad position, and this was the time that they 
should stand by each other. The manage- 
ment, he said, was not to blame for the 
position of the railways, it was due to the

wavs’ hands were “tied by it. 

It was decided to write to the railway com. 
pany to the effect that the Association would 
have no objection to any special privileges 
which might be given with respect to the 
carriage of smaller animals, like sheep and 
swine.

CORK HARBOUR 
BOARD'S PROTEST.

GURK, Wednesday. 

T the meeting of the Cork Harbour 
A Board to-day, Mr. R. Wallace? chair- 

man, presiding, correspondence was 
read in regard to the subsidence on the rail- 
way at Victoria quay, on the condition of 
which the Board’s engineer had reported, 
Arising out of the engineer’s report, the 
ah anas. manager and secretary had written 
to the City Manager as follows :— 

“As you will probably remember, in 1929 
the railway sidings on the south jetties had 
subsided, and you were good enough to re- 
quest my Commissioners to take steps to 
compel. the railway company to carry out 
their statutory obligation to restore the 
tracks to the street level. The sidings have 
again subsided, and I have been directed to 
request that yourself and the City Engineer 
will accompany our engineer on an jnspec- 
tion, and, if you are satisfied the case exists 
for such action, that you will again demand 
of the railway company to meet their obliga- 
tions.” 


CITY MANAGER’S REPLY. 

The City Manager replied:—“I havé dis- 
cussed the matter with the City Engineer 
(Mr, Farrington), and we .were both of 
opinion that it would be unreasonable to ask 
the railway company to do any more in this 
matter. It is abundantly clear from Mr. 
Price's report that the cause of the trouble 
is due to the inadequacy of the quay’ wall. 
Nothing that the raillway company ean do, 
short of rebuilding the» quay wall, can make 
a satisfactory job of the railway sidings. 
In the circumstances, I do not think it 
would be any use in our meeting Mr, Price.”’ 

The Chairman said that the reply received 
from the City Manager was both arrogant 
and dictatorial. The interests of the im- 
porters and traders of Cork should be 
the first consideration of all concerned. 
The subsidence was on property which 
belonged to the Cork Corporation, and if the 
coustruction of the siding were efficiently laid 
down the first day, there would be no need 
for the report they had received from their 
engineer (Mr. Price) considering the serious- 
neas of the matter. He suggested that the 
discussion should be deferred and that ‘the 
Law and Finance Committee go fully into all 
the details. 

Meanwhile the Board issued a warning that 
if any damage or injury was done to the pro- 
perty of the Board, immediate action would 
be taken to protect the Board’s interests. 

The Chairman's suggestion was adopted. 


SERIOUS FIRE AT 
RATHCOOLE.

OCCUPANTS ROUSED BY 
DOG’S BARKING. 


> 


Four people had a narrow escape from 
death at Rathcoole, County Dublin, in the 
early hours of yesterday morning, in a fire 
which completely destrosed the licensed 
premises of Mr. Patrick O'Carroll, the well. 
known racehorse owner... It was only the 
barking of a pet Pomeranian dog which saved 
them. 

The fire, which broke out at about three 
o'clock in the morning, raged for several 
hours, and the damage is estimated at £2,000. 
A number of hens were suffocated by smoke. 
_ For miles around the countryside was 
illuminated by the conflagration, and about 
two hundred villagers were quickly on the 
seene helping to fgbt the flames. “Thanks 
to their efforts, the racehorse Crookshane and 
two yearlings were’rescued from the stables 
unharmed. As the fire developed, loud 
explosions from within the taslounty burnin 
walls indicated the bursting of bottles at 
spirits, 

Mr. O'Carroll, his two brothers (Messrs, 
leo O'Carroll and J. O'Carroll), and Miss 
(O'Carroll, who were the occupants of the 
premises, were awakened by the barking of 
their pet dog, and had barely time to make 
their escape in their night attire before the 
floors of the rooms in which they had been 
sleeping collapsed. A lad employed in the 
stables notified the Civic Guard, who cam- 
municated with the Thomas Street Fire 
Brigade, Dublin, aud alsc did their best to 
get the blaze under control. 

When the fire brigade arrived they found 
the premises almost burnt out, and they 
were handicapped in their efforts by lack 
of water, It was necessary for them ‘to dam 
an adjacent stream in order to get a supply. 
They “worked from 3.45 to 715 a.m., and 
suceeeded in confining the fire to the licensed 
premises,

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HOW REVOLVERS 


WERE TRACED. 


.A> REPORTED 
CONFESSION, - 


(BEFORE MR. ARTHY,) 
A confession atd: is have been made by 


the prisoners was produced in evidence when 
Thomas ‘F.‘ Ryan (20), Upper Dorset’ street, 
and James Jones (21), : Clondalkin, were 
brought up op remand charged with having 
entered the Hibernian Bank office, Inchicore, 
on the. afternoon of the 16th inst, and 
threatened the manager and the cashier with 
revolyers. 

The evidence given on the previous a4 
was that the two prisoners, armed wit 
revolyers, entered the office between 2 and 3 
o'clock and directed Mr. John J. Coulter, the 
manager, and Mr. James Butler, the cashier, 
to put their hands up and hand over im- 
mediately, with the view of compelling the 
two officials to hand over the money under 
their charge. 

Mr. Donovan (instructed by Chief Superip- 
tendent Ennis, detective department) prose- 
cuted. 

Sergeant McGrath, Lucan, who arrested the 

risoners in a ‘bus while travelling from 
‘plete to Chapelizod, having had his 
suspiaion arousec by the manner in which 
they boarded the vehicle, said that he found 
revolver cartridges in their possession. 

At this point Mr. Donovan mentioned that 
the prisoners were also charged with stealing 
a motor car. 


ALLEGED CONFESSIONS. 
Sergeant McGrath, continuing his evidence, 
said that in the Bridewell the accused Ryan 
came ont of his cell and, approaching him, 
said: ‘* We admit it; we bit off more than 
we could chew. Wo held up the bank at 
[nehieore.' The witness said to him: '' Are 
you willing to make a statement’’’ and he 
said ‘‘ Yes.” The witness cautioned him that 
he need not do so unless he wished, and that 
if he did it would be taken down in writing 
and produced in court. Ryan then made the 
following statement :— 

“I remember Friday, 16th September, 
1932. On that date 1 met James Jones 
at Leeson Rtreet Bridge by appointment 
at about 2 or 5 minutes st p.m. 
Jones had a two-seater and Í got into it, 
and he drove to the bank at Inchicore, 
I had a revolver and two rounds of 
ammunition. Jones also -had a revolver. 

“When we got to the bank we 
‘stalled’ there for a while before going 
in. When we thought all was clear we 
went in and produced our. revolvers, and 
said: “Stick them up.’ 

'“One man put up his hands and ran 
towards a room, shouting. The other 
fellow was behind a desk, and I tried to 
cover him. He was in a stooping posi- 
tion, and, as 1 was afraid of getting 
locked in by the fellow who went out 
through the side door, we both bolted 
and drove off towards Lucan, where we 
abandoned the car in a lane. We hid 
our guns after leaving the car. 

“We then got on to a ‘bus, where we 
were arrested by Sergeant McGrath.

I 
understand that this admission will be read 
iu court. [ make it freely.” 

Sergeant McGrath (te Mr. Donovan)— 
When I arrived at the Bridewell last Satur- 
day morning Ryan asked me if he could see 
Jones,, and I went to see Superintendent 
Ennis about it. The Superintendent gave the 
fieeessary. permission, and then I brought 
both “defendants together. In about ve 
minutes Ryan came to me and spoke about 
making a statement. 

The witness then went on to say that on 
the afternoon of the occurrence he went to, 
Ballyowen lane, where he found a two-seater 
car abandoned, Not far from the car he 
found two .45 Colt revolvers (produced) in 
perfect working condition, but unloaded. The 
revolvers were wrapped up in two scarves, 
which the defendants claimed to be theirs. 


MANAGER’S STORY. 

Mr. John J. Couiter, manager of. the sub- 
branch of the Hibernian Bank at Inchicore, 
said that at 2.40 p.m. on the 16th inst. there 
were no customers in the bank, and the only 
other person in the office was the cashier, 
Mr. Butler. The witness was putting some 
money in an envelope when a man entered, 
followed by another. The first man presented 
a revolver at him, shouting “ Hands up! 
Hands up, immediately ! ” so far as he could 
remember. He put the money in the en- 
velope and the envelope into his pocket, and 
then walked a few paces from the counter. 
He did not put his hands up, but held them 
slightly up in front of his body, waiting to 
see what was the next move of the raiders. 

Just then. the cashier lifted a stool over 
the counter and struck one of the raiders 
with it, then dropping behind the counter 
and shouting to the witness, “ Manager. 
run for.it; run for it and give the alarm.” 

Crouching almost to his hands the witness 
ran into the private office and out through 
the back door, and on getting outside 
shouted, ‘‘ Police, Police; a raid.’’ A man 
in the house next door heard him, and drove 
off to Kilmainham for the police, The wit- 
ness went back to the office and found that 
the raiders had gone. 

Mr. O’Donovan—Had you a good view of 
the raiders’—I thought I had a good view 
of one, who was pulling a revolver out of 
his pocket, but the second man was partly 
hidden by the first.

Did you find anything in the bank after 
the raiders had left?—Yes; an empty sack 
and a’ sixpence, ne : 

How long were the raiders in the bank T— 
A minute or so. One cannot estimate time 
on an occasion like that. 

“Not with ‘Brownings’ presented at 
vou,’’ interjected Mr. Lynn, “ Or, as Eliza- 
beth Barrett Browning said, ‘ With thee con- 
versing I forget all time.” (Laughter.) 

The witness added that at an identification 
parade he picked out a man other. than 
one of the accused, neither of whom was 
identified by him, 

Mr. James G. Butler, cashier in the bank, 
said that at 2.40 p.m. he was in the office 
with his back to the door when he heard a 
shout of “ Hands up and hand over.” Turn- 
ing round he saw a man presenting a revolver 
at him, and got a brief glimpse of another 
man. He immediately picked up a stool and

Nobody claimed the birds, e“ | he liberated 
them. 

Mr. L. Trant MeCarthy, for the defendants, 
said that, while he admitted the facts, the 
birds had been brought to the market in 
small cages only for sale, and that was one 
of the exceptions under the Wild Birds Pro- 
tection Act, 1930. The defendants were well- 
known bird dealers, and used these small 
cages only for the purpose stated. The Act, ne 
said, was vague, as there was no criterion as 
to the size of the cage, except that the cage 
should be, such that the birds in it could 
stretch their wings. 

Inspector Curran said that some of the 
cages in a defendants’ place were only s!x 
inches by fcur inches. The birds had recently 
been caught,

plaints, horrible and shocking complaints, of 
sanitary conditions so disgusting that, one did 
not like to speak of them. aieethadlais, 
these conditions did exist. Life was intoler- 
able among the poor people who lived there. 
The sanitary accommodation was absolutely 
inadequate. There were instances where 
there was only one convenience provided for 
fifty people living in one house. These con- 
veniences frequently went out of order, and 
he knew of one case in which a family had 
become ill owing to the horrible stench they 
had to endure for days. 


TWENTY-ONE IN BASEMENT. 

Councillor Kelly said that in another case 
a man, his wife and nine children lived in one 
kitchen, and a man, his wife and eight 
children lived in the back kitchen—twenty- 
one people living in the basement of one 
house. In another house a man, with his wife 
and eight children, living in one room, who 
sought to obtain the use of a room on the 
same lobby which became vacant, was asked 
by the landlord for £5 for the key, and an 
additional rent of 6s. or 7s. per week. 

Mr. T. C. Tobias (instructed by Mr. H. 
D. Draper), for a propecty owner, asked 
Councillor Kelly whether he suggested that 
these peopie who were opposing the Corpora- 
tion’s scheme were people living under in- 
tolerable conditions. 


TENANTS’ PATIENCE, 


The witness replied that Almighty God 
gave them a great deal of patience. 

Dr. Russell, Medical Officer of Health, 
said that the death-rate in Hanover street 
area was 50 per cent. higher than in 
ordinary parts of the city. The part of 
the area marked out for ciéarance pur- 
poses was definitely unfit for people. to 
live in.
